A vast concourse 
of 10,000 people witnessed the stirring 
and tlirilling scene tliat will live 
forever in the minds of all Amer- 
icans present A finer stage setting 
for a dramatic episode it would be 
diflicult to imagine. The pnlaee. a 
picturesque old dwelling in the Moor- 
ish style of areliitceture, fuoes the 
I’laza de l.a Keinn. the principal pub- 
lic square. Opposite rises the impos- 
ing Catholic cathedral. On one 
side is a quaint brilliantly painted 
building with broad verandas — the 
club of San Carlo.s, on the other, a 
building of much the same description 
is the Cafe de La Venus. 

Across the plaza was drawn up the 
0th infantry, headed by the Olh eav- 
alr.v l>and. In the stri'ct facing the 
]>alace stood a picked troop of the 2d 
cavalry, with drawn sabers, under 
command of Capt. lirett. Massed on 
the stone fiagging bi-tween the band 
and the line of horsemen were the bri- 
gade commanders of Oen. Shafter’s di- 
vision with their stall's. 

On the red-tiled roof of the palace 
stooil Capt. McKittrick, Lieut. Miley 
and Lieut. Wheeler, immediately 
alKive them, upon the flagstaff, the il- 
luminated Spanish arms and the 
legend, "Vive Alfonso Xlll." All 
about, pre.ssing against the veranda 
rails, crowding to windows and doors 
and lining the roofs, were the people of 
the town, principally women and non- 
combatants. As the chimes of the old 
cathedral rang out the hour of 12 the 
infantry and cavalry presented arms. 
Kvery American uncovered, and Capt. 
McKittrick hoisted the stars and 
.stripes. As the brilliant folds un- 
furled In a gentle breeze against a 
lleekless sky, the cavalry band broke 
Into the strains of "The Star Spangled 
Itunncr," making the American pul.se 
leap and the American heart thrill with 
joy. 

At the same instant the sound of the 
distant booming of Capt Caproq's bat- 
tery, firing a .salute of 21 guns, drifted 
in. When the music ceased from all 
directions around our line came float- 
ing across the )<lnza tiie strains of the 
regimental bands and the mullled, 
hoarse cheers of our troops. The in- 
fantry came to "order arras" a moment 
later, after the flag was up, and the 
band played •‘Kully Round the k'lag, 
Hoys."

they arc not to be destroyed. 

All ci)urchcs and buildings devoted 
to religiou.s worship and to the arts 
and sciences, all school hou.scs, arc, so 
far as possible, to be protected and all 
destruction or intentional defacement 
of such places of historical monu- 
mcnt.s or archives or of works ol 
science or art is prohibited, save when 
required by urgent military necessity. 

As the result of military occupation, 
the taxes and duties payable by the 
liil)abitants to the former government 
become payable to the militarj’ occu- 
pant, unless he secs fit to substitute 
for them otlicr rates or modes of con- 
tribution to tlie e.\ponses of tlie gov- 
ernment. Tlie moneys so collected are 
to be used for tlie purpose of paying 
tlie expenses of government under the 
military oeeupation, such as the sal- 
aries of the judges and the police, and 
for the payment of the e.xpenses of the 
army.
